Nearly every hour brought reports 
of trouble in oih r situ s, the verifi­ 
cation of which were impossible from 
this Lola ted town.

They were rescued from a section 
of Ii von which broke away at Bird's 
Point, .Mo , jus! below here, and v.t re 
b>ought ll< re in a launch. 
Thirty-six of their men, they mid. 
nre now on the levee section, which 
is 200 yards long and 10 fe< t wide, and 
floating down the Mississippi. 
Command* r Mc.Mann of the naval 
reserves at once arranged for a steam 
launch and started out to rescue the 
Missouri soldiers. 
A pilot who un­ 
derstands the river course was taken 
along to guide the reserves. 
Shawneetown a Wreck. 
Shawm * tow n. 111 , April 3. 
Ail that 
is left of Shawneetown consists of a 
few brick and 
stone buildings 
be­ 
hind the main levee, and they are con­ 
sidered unsafe. 
Fewer than 100 per­ 
sons remain .in the former town of 
3,000. They are perched in second and 
third stories of Main street buildings. 
The wafer within the levees was up 
to the fifty-seven-foot level

Ohio river. 
A 
forty-five mile 
gale 
lashed the Ohio into a rolling sea, un­ 
til breakers dashed over the levees, 
Between the churning water and the 
gale frame buildings fell to pieces. 
Thus the win*! and waves complet­ 
ed destruction begun by the opening 
of the south levee. 
A break in the northern levee added 
to the destruction. 
A swift current 
rushed through the residence section, 
carrying all before it. 
Soldiers Forced to Flee.

the levees began to crumble. 
During the six-hour storm the Iflg

The damage' is es­ 
timated at $3,000,000. 
Cairo Isolated From World. 
The flooding of the drainage district 
put all railroads entering Cairo out 
of commission and the city is com­ 
pletely isolated from 
the 
outside 
world as far as railroad service g o e s. 
No mails moved in or out of Cairo. A r­ 
rangements for handling mail by boat 
will probably b** made. 
The Illinois 
Central and Big Four suffered g nat 
loss in the drainage district by flood. 
Their tracks and embankments were 
torn to pieces in many places by the 
rushing water. 
The Mobile & Ohio road did not suf­ 
fer us great a loss as the others, but 
still their loss will be heavy. 
The drainage district on the right 
ot Cairo presented a sad sight. W ater 
covered the dutrict at an average 
depth of 14 feet; houses were toppled 
over and the many piles of lumber of 
the big industries in the flooded dis­ 
trict were scattered in every direction.
